Our  two  Nurses  have  carried  out  their  duties  most  efficently  during  the  year, 
and  under  rather  adverse  conditions.  It  is  to  be  deplored  that,  owing  to  the 
shortage  of  nurses  generally,  no  arrangements  can  be  made  for  a  supply  of  relief 
nurses  during  holidays  or  sick  leave.  The  nurse  left  in  charge  often  has 
emergency  calls  from  outlying  districts  as  well,  and.  the  nurse  on  holiday  does 
not  benefit  by  this  knowledge. 

St.Johns  Ambulance  Brigade 

The  ambulance  has  been  in  constant  use,  and  our  thanks  are  due  to  the 
voluntary  work  of  the  Brigade  as  Drivers,  Attendants  and  Nurses*  One  hopes 
that  in  the  near  future  a  better  approach  may  'be  made  to  the  Ambulance  Station.
